The band Vacant Lot grew to become one of Canada’s leading Oi bands, although personal and political differences 
in the bands caused them to fold and call it a day- but out of the ashes of Vacant Lot, comes one of Toronto’s 
newest and best street rock and roll bands. Now with a debut single on Walzwerk Records, they also have set a 
mark in the new wave of Oi.~ Interview done by Carl, and answered by Chad of Bitter Grin. 

NE: What is the hands’ line-up?...What are their ages and occupations? 

BG: Chad: vocals, 25, high-rise window cleaner 
Paul: guitar, 23, painter 

Pat: drums, 23, sales... we’re without a bassist at the moment 
NE: Why did Vacant Lot break up?... Which members of Bitter Grin were former Vacant Lot? 
BG: “Vacant Lot” broke up due to everyone having different ideas as to where the band was 
going £ to what we were going to do next. Paul and! were from Vacant Lot. 

NE: Have you guys played many shows?-, if so, with who? 

BG: No we haven’t played any shows yet £ we don’t plan to unless we can keep a permanent 
bassist in our line-up. 

NE: What are the relations like between punks and skinheads up in Toronto?... How do you feel 
about punks and skinheads being united? 

BG: Most of the skins in Toronto are either left or right, the left get along with the punks and 
the right don’t get along with either. As for us, we don’t have a problem with any of them 
as we’re not trying to be politicians. Whoever likes us, well, that’s great,... if not, that’s 
their own personal tastes. The only problem we have is when people try to label us 
something that we’re not. 

NE: What do you think of Canadian right-wing bands like Aryan and Rahowa? 

BG: They’re doing what they do best which is attracting attention. 

NE: Boes Bitter Grin subscribe to any politics? 

BG: No... just a few fanzines. We have nothing to do with or no interest in politics of any kind. 
NE: How does the media portray skinheads in Canada? 

BG: They portray the skins as neo-nazis, simply because the only ones who are trying to gain 
attention are the right-wing organizations. 

NE: Any trouble with the police? 

BG: No more than anywhere else. 

NE: What’s your opinion on ska?... The spirit of ‘63? 

BG: We all like ska, old and new, as long as it’s good A it has a small influence in our music. As 
far as the “Spirit of ‘63”, we recognize it as the roots of the skinhead movement, however, 
none of us dress in that manner. 

NE: What do you think of America trying to play world police? 

BG: We think they should stay out of other countries’ disputes £ let them deal with it 

themselves. That way they wouldn’t be risking the lives of American £ Canadian soldiers, 
which should only be done if it threatens the sovereignty of our nations.

When did the band form?... And what’s the current line-up? 

We originally formed in 1980. We split up around 1983 and we reformed in 1993. 

At the moment the line-up is: 

Nigel[me}- vocals £ bass 
Eddie- guitar 
Gordon- drums 

How come the band hasn’t been heard of since the No Future “A 
Country Fit For Heroes” compilation?... And how did you get in 
contact with No Future? 

After “A Country Fit For Heroes” came out, we signed a real 
dodgy contract with a management company. Most of the band 
got so pissed off with it that they left. When I became the only 
original member, I decided it was time to call it a day. In the 
original Distortion, we were all mates, but it ended up with me 
being in a band that I really didn’t know... The No Future thing 
came about when I sent them a tape of us practicing. I thought 
they could maybe get us some gigs, but they phoned us up and told 
us to get in the studios. We recorded five tracks and they picked 
“Action-Man” for the compilation. 

You’ve been described as having an 80’s style punk sound... Have 
you ever gotten any shit for that? 

Basically yes... One reviewer called us a cabaret punk act, a bit of 
a novelty. That’s been the only bad feedback. I think alot of the 
young punk bands aren’t really punk, alot of it sounds like heavy metal to me.. That’s 
why I think there’s still a valid place for us in the punk scene of today. Judging by all 
the letters I get, alot of people agree with me. 

What are some of the bands musical interests and inspirations? 

I still listen to alot of the old punk records I have. I also listen to quite alot of Blues when 
I’m in the mood. Eddie likes some of the new punk bands and Gordon isn’t really into music 
as much as the others. As for inspirations, the state of the world inspires me lyrically, 
especially England at the moment... it’s worse now than 10 years ago. 

What do you think of music being used as political propaganda? 

Alot depends on what political stance a band has. If a government is shit and you can 
knock it through music, I think that’s good. If you’re using music to encourage Nazis to 
rise again, then that’s not so good [you could say that again!!-Edit.}.

NE: When did the band form and what’s the line-up? 

SL: The band was formed in the summer of ‘32 under the name, “Dortmunder Union Boys, and 
in the winter of ‘32, changed the name to “Pist ‘n’ Broke”, with the following line-up:

Ben Mancell {guitar} 

P.T. [the drums} 

Jon Hill {bass guitar} 

Gabe Heiss {saxophone} 

Chris Formagin {manager} 

NE: How did you get the deal with Sonic Aggression? 

CF: A good friend of ours, Perry Hardy, of “Carry No Banners” zine, gave me some addresses 
of people to send our demo tape to. One of them was Jeff Morris of the Bruisers, who 
was working with Sonic Aggression. He liked our stuff and within a few weeks we 
went down to Boston to record for them. 

NE: Are you satisfied with the recordings? 

CF: Hinda™ 

NE: What did you guys think of the D.C. Oi fest?_.If there is another one, are you going to 
play? 

PT: The D.C. fest was a blast, hope we can play again. 

NE: Your singer is originally from New York, and you mention something about New York 
in your song “Skinhead 4 Life”, what’s that about? 

SL: I was born in Detroit, and was moving back and forth over the years to New York, then 
decided to stay in Detroit in the Fall of ‘83. The song “Skinhead 4 Life”, is about old 
friends back when I left New York, it’s about friends moving away, changing, in jail, 
dead, and meeting up again in ten years {Sept. 11,1333}, at Downtown Beirut 1, and 
friends being what they choose...”Skinheads”. 

NE: You also have a song about Ireland, what’s that song about? 

SL: “Ireland” is about heritage, unity in Ireland for all. It’s a story, it’s not about politics, 
it’s about freedom for the green {Catholics}, white {unity}, and orange {Protestants}. 

NE: Have you played many shows?~.With who? 

CF: We’re playing a fair amount of shows in Detroit these days, headlining most of the time. 
We’ve played with Bad Manners, Detroit punk bands like the Beer Whores and S.B.L.G. 
among others, and the Lager Lads, a new Sit band from Windsor, Canada. Also all of the 
best Oi! bands in the states at the Atlanta £ D.C. festivals last year. 

NE: What’s the scene like in Detroit?™What’s the relation between the punks and skinheads 
over there? 





FT: The Detroit punks and skins are tight, at least the hardcore punks. Shows are getting 
alot better, the scene was fucked up for a while. 

NE: What do you think of politics in music? 

PT: I don’t believe in politics in rock and roll. I would like to think the rest of the band did too. 

N£: What did you think about that show HBO played a while back entitled “Skinheads 
U.S.A.? 

CF: Didn’t see it [edit-thank god...} 

NE: If I recall correctly, some of you were into football [soccer], what teams do you support? 

SL: I support Ireland. U.S.A., and a local indoor team... the Detroit Rockers, also a rugby team, 
the Detroit Tradesmen. 

CF: I support my local team, the Windsor Wheels, and will be supporting Ireland in the 
World Cup... best wishes. Iadst 

NE: Are any of you going to any of the World Cup Games? 

CF: We should be so lucky 

NE: Any future plans or comments? 

PT: Plan to keep jamming strong, like to get the fuck out of Detroit and play some more shows. 
Cheersi, drink lots of beer and don’t start fights at the shows. Don’t fuck the scene upt

ANTI- PATIK 

This next band’s interview is one to take interest in,- Anti-Patik formed in the summer of 1992, in Rouen 
[Normandy], France- they have gone through numerous line-up changes, released a demo called “Trouve Ta 
Force Dans La Oi!” [edit-Find Your Strength Thru’ Oi], Now the line-up consists of 3 full time members, and 
2 of them being the creators of two well known French skinhead zines, and the other member being female- 
which is very rare, but a pleasant suprise. No Escape brings to you Anti-Patik— interview by Phil and 
answered by Philippe Patik [PP], Laurence Patik [LP] and Vincent Patik [VP}— remember they are a French 
band, so English is a second language for them- so if the answers seem weird don’t worry and bear with them. 


NE: Who are the current members, what instruments do you play and what are your ages? 
PP; The current line-up is Laurence {25} on bass, Vincent {24} on vocals, and me, Philippe 
{23} on drums. Actually we’ve got a temporary guitarist, Emeric from the French band 

Force de Frappe. „ „, . , ,. 

NE: What is the history behind the band?, When did you form and have any of you played m 

other bands, if so, list the bands. 

PP: Well, the adventure began in August 1932, and I, Philip, was the one who decide other 
people do something for the skinhead movement, and promote the Oit scene. Laurence and I 
played, but not for a particular band, just for playing. Vincent had played in an Oit band 
called “Youth of Zarma” from Beauvois. They had released a demo and did 2 gigs... they 
split shortly after because of the invasion of the Earth by the Turtle Ninja. 

NE: The name Anti-Patik... what does this mean exactly? 

PP: It means antipathic {edit- antipathy}} You know what it is! All skinheads are what it 
means, it’s probably the right word to describe the reactions of people towards us. 

NE: Who are your musical influences? 

PP: We don’t have any particular influences... We try to play our own music. 

NE: What do your lyrics deal with? Are they political? 

PP: What are they about? Listen poor guy, try to learn French... but for this time I will tell 
you... We speak of our lives, our everyday experiences, social difficulties, tattoos, animal 
defense, skinhead way of life, punk £ skin unity, and all these sort of things. 

NE: Speaking of politics,.. What do you think of politics being incorporated into the music 


and subculture? 

PP: Sieg Heiltt... Believe it? I hope not We’re surely against politics in music and our 
movement, we have to stay outside all this crap., let’s kick politicians! 

NE: Your logo depicts a kangaroo with boxing gloves on.. Are you guys into kickboxing or 
sports fighting of any type? 

PP: Well I just do Thai-boxing, but the kangaroo means that we are combatants, harder 
than others, like the kangaroo. But first it’s a reference because our first guitarist, a 
girl, used to wear kangaroo briefs... If you don’t know what it is ask Dieter, he’ll know 
{ha ha}. 

NE: Do you follow football {soccer}?..If so, which teams do you support? 

PP: Vincent supports the Beauvais-Picardie football team, and I don’t support any particular 
team, but I’m going to see Beauvais with Vincent and other Beauvais skinheads.. 
Laurence hates football. 

NE: From what I hear, it is very hard tc get shows in France, mainly because of the bad 
reputation associated with skinheads, Is it? 








PP: In France, skinheads are immediately associated 
with Nazis, so when we want to organize 
something, It’s always for the people who rent 
the place to think it’s going to be a “sieg heil” 
party. So, sure it’s hard to organize gigs here, 
but when you want you cant! 

NE: How long has the skinhead zine “Zera” been in 
existence?...And how did you get started with 
it? 

PP: It started in 1985, with a guy named Fabrice 
Rocher, he stopped at number S in 1S89, 

Laurence and I took over and got to issue 17, 
but Laurence has stopped doing it and I’m doing 
it alone. Next year will be 10 years, we’re the 
oldest French fanzine, but it doesn’t mean the 
best. 

NE: I hear that you have went through a recent line 
up change in the band, one new member is 
Vincent of “Un Monstre est...” fame... Have you 
found another guitarist yet?...And why did the 
other two leave... personal or political reasons? 

VP: Oi! Vincent here! Yes, you’re right, I joined the 
band. The third guitarist has left the band, or 
was it the band that left the guitarist?! 

The guitar player of Force de Frappe helps us out 

for now. The other two left for personal reasons... I think. 

NE: I understand your bassist enjoys hardcore... Does she like the old Hardcore {early D.C., 
Boston and New York}, or the newer stuff, or both? What are her 3 favorite bands? 

LP: Yo! Laurence here!! That’s true! I only listen to Hardcore music now after being a 

skingirl. I began listening to old £ melodic hardcore, with bands like Bad Religion, Mucky 
Pup, hard-assed Gang Green, but now I prefer especially the N.Y.C. hardcore, with bands 
like Agnostic Front, Sick Of It All, Neglect, Disciplinary Action... and an exception for 
Suicidal Tendencies, they're great!! My favorite bands are S.O.I.A., Life Of Agony and. 
Suicidal Tendencies... That’s all! I find a power and hate that I didn’t find anymore in Oi! 


music before. 

NE: Do any of you like ska or the early skinhead reggae £ rocksteady?... if so, who do like 
along those lines? 

VP: Vincent here again! Yes, I’m quite a big fan of Jamaican music. I like the Pioneers, the 
Upsetters, Skatalites, Gaylads, Laurel Aitken, {edit-Now we’re talking!!} and so many 
others from this golden era. I also appreciate 2-tone bands, Madness, Judge Dread, and a 
few bands of today. My favorite styles are rocksteady and early reggae/skinhead reggae. 
Laurence hates it and Philippe likes it when he’s stoned!! 

NE: Do you like any American Oi bands?, if so tell us...also, what do you think about Oi-core? 







VP: Yes, we do. Philippe's favorites are Anti-Heroes and Oxblood [edit-who?? ha ha}, Laurence 
likes the Anti-Heroes, Rival, Star A Stripes... personally, I like the Anti-Heroes too, the 
“Oxplars” [edit- heh heh}, Stormwatch, Warzone [edit-Oi??] £ many more. America has 
produced loads of good bands! About Oi-core, we think that the sound of American Oi 
seems to be called “Oi core” over here... Whatever the name is, good music is good music! 
Eh??

NE; Do you guys have any problems with “Zulus” [* see note after interview], or any other 
gangs that believe the bullshit stereotype that all skinheads are mindless fascists? 

VP: Yes, we do. In Paris and around Paris, it’s hell on Earth!!! And yes, we definitely have 
problems with a lot of people fed with media bullshit! Fuck ‘em all! 

NE; On your demo “Trouve ta force dans la Oi”, you cover a Tolbiac’s Toads £ Bootboys song, are 
there any other French bands you rate? 

VP: Of course, yes!! Personally, I love La Souris Deglinguee, Skinkorps, Snix [edit-ooo la la!], 
Evil Skins, No Class, Trotskids, Sk-Niks, etc. etc.. Camera Silens too!! Philippe likes 
Molodoi, the Herberts, L’Infanterie Sauvage, Force de Frappe, and Vladivostok [edit-???]. 

NE; How many shows have you played?... Have you any plans to play elsewhere? 

VP: Six. Two of them being public practices. We played in Rouen, Mantes La Jolie, Beauvais, 
Paris.. Yes we plan to play anywhere we can! Even in N.Y.C., why not? As long as you 
have Pizza for us, we’re coming!! 

NE; What was your best show?, and have you played any shows with the new line-up? 

VP: The new line-up has not played yet on stage. For Philippe, the best show was in Beauvais 
last summer. For Laurence, it was in Rouen for the glorious wedding of Laurence and 
Philippe! For me, it was Cock Sparrer in Lyon [France], but it has nothing to do with 
Anti-Patik!! 

NE; Any future plans, possible recordings on compilations or singles due in the near future? 

VP* We were supposed to have a 7” out. But the 3 tracks recorded do not please us, so we 

won’t use them! We should have a split 7”, with England’s own Braindance, out by June on 
a fantastic French label! We also know that Vulture Rock plans to make a French/U.S. 
compilation... this sounds interesting [edit-hmm, yep it does}. 

NE; Any merchandise for sale? 

PP; Yeah, I’ve got an old T.V.! If you got money cash, I can give it to you for $300. Special 
price for skinheads. Well seriously, we always have the 10 track demo, $7 post-paid, and 
a tee shirt for $10 post-paid, both of these prices are for the U.S., because the post-paid is 
cheapest in France £ Europe... Well that’s all for now. 






NE; Any last words and hellos to anyone in particular? 

PP: Laurence is in a hurry to be invited to Hew York, waiting for Wayne’s World 2, and 
eating Martha White’s cookies. 

VP: Yes, course. Why not after all? I can’t remember what it was, but I have something to 
say. Cheers to you £ come here soon [edit-O.H., alert all the women first!} 

PP: Hever think of nothing cos’ he’s skinhead. But for all, hello to Mac Oxblood £ Phil Templar 
and all of the fanzine for the interest in us... Cheers! 

HE; Where’s Anti-Patik headquarters, for people to contact you for info and merchandise? 
Anti-Patik/Zera Zine Un Monstre est en Moi!

Every issue we will interview a person or persons who do zines, own 
record labels or do any other special services. In ay opinion these are 
just as important as the bands who represent the subculture. This issue 
w« will feature “Carry No Banners”. A zine that is doing very good in it’s 
delivery of information and hard hitting news... Interview done by Phil and 
answered by Ray [RG] of C.NJB... EnjOi! 

NE: Who is part of the “Carry No Banners” staff?- Your ages and occupations beside the zine? 

RG: Perry [2B]- believes eating right and daily exercise is the secret to looking young, he bosses people around 
in a mail room at the Great Books Foundation, which means he could sneak stuff in the post. 

Justin [21?]- is a student wanker in the Bronx. We don’t hear too much from him, the silent type. As 
far as I know, he works odd jobs, and during the summer he slaves away at Mayflower Moving Co. Shit 
hours with a bunch of pot-smoking rednecks. 

Ray [23]~ I’m into girls, pizza and Mexican food. I also work at UPS, S years too long, and hopefully this 
time next year I’ll be living in Leeds. Other staff members include A.C., from Chicago, who puts up with 
Perry’s bass playing and helps with the mail and translations. Next is Omi, aside from being the queen of 
porn, she handles the computer duties and layout. 

NE: Are all the staff members skinheads or punks? 

RG: Perry’s a skinhead. I’m unsure what Justin is into these days, his main interests are rocksteady and soul. 
Me, I’m just a dickhead. 

NE: Have any of you played in bands before or done any other zines worth mentioning? 

RG: I’m unsure about Perry, although he does play bass and is interested in starting something. Justin plays 
in the Insteps [edit-who??? ha ha}. I used to sing for a Tampa punk band called Gobstopper. And briefly 
sang for an Oi! band called True Grit. Neither of which amounted to anything. Although Gobstopper did 
play at a home for the mentally retarded* 

NE: How has the zine been doing so far, how many did you sell of the first- the second? 

RG: The zine makes good toilet paper if one ever runs out! Issue one sold between 500-600. We printed 500 
of issue two, and all are just about out. Issue three should be out in June, after the World Cup. 

NE: How did you get started, and what made you decide that you wanted to start a zine? 

RG: I first learned to read and write, that usually is helpful. Perry used to do a rather famous zine called “Boot 
Party”. Me and a friend, Sean Raymond, used to do a zine called “Street Rebel”. Then I did “Welcome To 
The Real World” with some fat scumfuck named Sean. CNB came out of mine and Perry’s joint efforts in 
WTTRW. The hardest part of starting CNB was deciding on a name. I rather fancied Teenage Hicks, but 
we settled with CNB. The name itself sums up the format- apolitical. I just didn’t want a name with the 
words “boots” or “skinhead” in the title. CNB isn’t a skinzine, it’s a zine that covers various subculture 
music, we are always expanding our format 

NE: What is the main purpose of “Carry No Banners”, what is it your trying to get across to all the 
subculture kids? 

RG: That skipping school isn’t cool! After all one should be true to your school, just like you would to your girl 
I would say [and this is my statement, not necessarily Perry’s or Justin’s] my reason is for the cash and 
free records! That’s only half true! I’m not really sure if we direct our zine towards kids, most people into 
traditional punk and Oi! are in their 20’s and 30’s. The only problem is nobody covers this type of music. 

I guess the message is fuck this generation- Long Live the 60’s, 70’s and BO’s. 

NE: Where else has “Carry No Banners” set it’s mark- in other words, what other countries has your zine 
been sold to? 

RG: We have a massive following in Guam, but the postage is a bit steep so we have to elsewhere. As far as I 
know we’re distributed in N.Y., Boston, Chicago, New Mexico, Atlanta, Detroit, Canada, England, France, 
Germany and Sweden. 

NE: What do you think of political zines, who spend more time on sloganeering rather than talking about the 
subculture? 

RG: If a zine’s purpose is to be political, why would it focus on subculture? Political zines cover their area of 
interest and we cover ours. Personally, I’m very much interested in political philosophy, I just don’t go on 
about it In all honesty no one ever sends me any zines, so I don’t read that many. I do have a good collection 
of older ones. As far as today goes, format wise, “Moloko Plus” is the best I’ve seen. And a little known 
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zine called “Skinhead Times” is also quite good. My personal favorites zines all have to do with football 
[soccer}: “When Saturday Comes”, “Marching All Together”[Leeds fans against Nazis), and “The Square 
Bill”[Leeds supporters)-, [edit- Leeds??, *°/o£@$* wankers, ha ha] 

NE: What is your main pet peeve about the scene in general? 

RG: Living in Tampa, European bands that have recently discovered hardcore, NY hardcore. Greatest Hits 
compilations, CD re-issues and radio music- 
NE: What are the amusing moments of doing “Carry No Banners”? 

RG: It’s too much work for a laugh? I get amused from hearing the complaints over my record reviews. If 
you want a nice “hey, everything’s great” review, read “Spin” or “Rolling Stone”. Chances are the bands 
we cover won’t be in there. Or if you want to read a review that discusses everything about a band except 
their music, then read “Maximum R £ R”. Now if you want my honest feeling about a record then buy 
issue number three. I find it paradoxical [edit-hypocritical- for all you dummies}, that a scene that goes 
on about honesty, but yet starts to cry when someone is honest! My reviews are how I feel, and for that I 
owe no apologies- [edit-well spoken!!} 

NE: I’ve seen your zine labeled as right wing or leaning to the right, why do you think people say that about 
“Carry No Banners”? 

RG: The zine does lean to the right, after all I am right handed. Thus I’m predisposed toward that direction. 

Are we right wing? Why should we limit our hate? We even hate each other. In fact, the only thing we 
agree on is that CNB is better than “No Escape”-[edit-your blasphemy won’t go unpunished infidel]. We 
haven’t been labeled right wing, the guy that does “That’s Life” reviewed us as such. Considering all the 
pointless and ignorant remarks aimed at him for his personal life, I would think he’d be reluctant to label 
anyone. I think the reason for the label is that I thanked Alex of “Last Chance”. I guess if the only thing 
one can complain about is my thanx list, then we’re not doing that bad. CNB is apolitical, we support no-one 
except the bands in the zine and ourselves. 

NE: Give me your top I records that you would take to your grave? 

RG: I hate questions like this [edit-tough shit}. My musical tastes are diverse, from Elvis Costello to Otis 
Redding. But to satisfy your curiosity, the list is as follows, this also seems pointless cause if I’m dead, how 
can I hear?- Much less operate a turntable? [edit-eyer hear of voodoo?]

3 Empire- “Anglo-Saxon Troop” 

4 all Squadron albums 

5 Open Season 

NE: What do you think of “skinhead” zines that review country music and rap, like the zine “Under Siege”? 

RG: Total shit- need I say more! Garth Brooks ain’t a skin. The only rap band worth a toss, besides Vanilla Ice, 
was Grand Master Flash £ the Furious Five. Why cover these genres, they already get too much press. 

NE: Who was the best band you interviewed— the worst? 

RG: the best was the Bruisers £ Hlasse Hriminale- the worst was Condemned 84. 

NE: In the premier issue, you gave Mr. Jack Freeland a chew-out that was equivalent to a razor blade enema, 
were any of the staff members punks at one time, and do you have anything else to say [and it better be brief] 
to him? 

RG: Perry and I were both punks. Unsure about Justin, 1 believe he started as a skin. Everything about Jack 
“Cock” Freeland has already been said, there’s more assholes to write about. 





NE: Any future plans for “Carry No Banners”-, who do you have lined up to interview in the future™ or is that 
a secret? 

RC: Color, glossy cover. Unsure about interviews. Hopefully we will get rich enough to interview country and 
rap bands™ we want to be as big as Oxblood [edit-oh oh]!! 

NE: Last Comments and hellos to anyone in particular? 

RC: We do our zine for those that have similar interests and support us, if you don’t like it™ fuck off!!

from a homosexual rape. 

Though escaping scot free 
Barden couldn't get the killing 
off his conscience. He gave 
himself up and is currently still 
doing bird for manslaughter. 

A nother song as yet not 

performed live is called 
*We Rule OK' and goes 
'The government' s 
policies are out of hand/They 
am't got a clue how to run this 
land/Margaret Thatcher, the 
stupid ol bitch/She takers from 
the poor and gives to the 
rich/Thev're a bunch of stucx 
up snobs/They think the kids 
are mindless yobs/But we will 
stop them in the end/And 
they'll find out who are their 
friends 

The politics behind it are 
angry cynicism rather than 
left or nght wing extremism. 

'' Politics to me is iust a load of 
bollocks," observes Roi, "It 
just doesn't interest me at all 
because it doesn't represent 
me or my kind.'' A truism 
that's more significant than 
Roi and the rest realise. 

Back with the plans, the 
immediate future centres 
round their material on the 
forthcoming second 'Oi' 
album, (excellent, if you'll 
take my word as a biased 
observer! the tentative. Oi' 

EP, and the planned summer 
Oi tour featuring three of the 
hottest new bands around — 
the Infas, the Resort and the 4- 
Skins. Not since the Anarcny 
Tour. .. 

' * I reckon that tour's gonna 
be a real laugh." says Arthur. 

'' But really just to be able to 
play is enough for all of us. To 
be able to get up on stage and 
play gigs. " 

Roi: "I think we can make it, 
and if we do we re gonna help 
all the bands in this area, the 
Rivals. Exacution, The 
Committed. Naked. The 
Names. Biff Bang Pow . . . it's 
not just us. the way I see it. 
there's literally hundreds of 
kids like us all over the country 
who are looking for music 
that's down to earth and 
theirs. The potential of Oi is 
enormous..." 

And the next few months 
will see if that potential can be 
realised or whether the 
movement will destroy itself. 
When it boils down to it, it 
really is up to YOU.

When Jimmy Pursey spoke 
those words back in the heady 
summer of 1977 he was the 
voice of what everyone 
thought Sham 69 stood for — 
the vitality and honesty and 
spirit of pure unfettered street 
music. 

At the time Roy Pearce 
idubbed Roi by Herne Bay 
celebrity Milky! was roadying 
for Sham's best support band. 
Menace. Now he s in a band at 
the forefront of the fledgling 
Oi movement fighting to 
preserve that same Sham 
spirit of live enioyment and 
prole-protest, of having a 
laugh and having a say. 

Because Menace gave up 
and Pursev long since proved 
to be as hypocritical and two- 
faced as the posers he used to 
lambast. Because the time is 
right for a new breed to bring 
music back down to earth 
again. 

Catching the band at 
Acklam Hall and later down at 
the Crown Hotel in Hastings l 
can testify that the Resort live 
are a real bloody stormer. 
easily in the same league as 
infa-Riot and the tabby 4- 
Skins but as distinctive from 
them as tnev are from each 
other. 


Musically tight and hard¬ 
hitting, the band specialise in 
chugging muscle-music given 
extra dark depths by Roi'sevii- 
sounding snarl, coarser even 
than the Odges oiler which in 
turn is several rasps rawer 
than Jake Burns growl which 
in turn (Cont 'Confessions Of 
A Throat Specialist'). 

The words are |ust as vivid 
and controversial. Cop an 
earful — 'Run amok and start a 
fight/Get pissed up and start a 
riot/Smash windows and burn 
beach huts/Tell the 
Government to fuck the 
cuts . . .

("Stormtroopers In Sta- 
prest! 

Unusually strong 
sentiments to emanate from a 
band based in dozy old Kent 
coast town Herne Bav you 
might think. 'Cept spending a 
day down here on a not-too- 
hot out of season Saturday 
made me realise how lucky I 
am to be a Londoner, even in a 
London bled dry by 
Government cuts and industry 
desertions. 

♦ T alk about bor-dum. bor- 
dum. I mean after you ve 
spent a fortune on Space 
Invaders, stuffed yourself on 
ice cream and thrown half the 
beach into the sea what s left 
to do. . . except go down the 
pub.natch. 

I meet the band for a cosv 
conflab in a two-soits-from- 
the-sea boozer called the 


Rodney 's Head where half the 
punky population of Kent 
has seemingly converged for 
'the event' better known as 
me getting thrashed at pool by 
everyone in the pub and then 
getting down to yer-actual 
Sounds standard beer- 
swigging interview. 

Fact-oi-ds among the 
pickled onions — Last Resort 
are Roi, vox, 22, an engineer, 
born in East London, brought 
up in Kidbrooke iwasn t 
everybody). Charlie Duggan, 
guitar. 18, an apprentice 
mechanic and part-time 
butcher born and raised under 
the Brixton sun: slightly 
balding bassist Arthur 'Biiko' 
Kay, a splint-maker, and a 
staggering 32 year old 
veteran of Streatham; and 
finally lanky Andy Benfield. 
keeper of the beat. 16, still at 
school, and hailing from 
Romford in Essex. All now 
reside by the East Kent tide. 

R OI FORMED the band 
back in the summer of 
1980 with him on bass 
and a vocalist called 
Saxo who had to quit two 
months back cos of that hoary 
old chestnut girlfriend 
trouble'. Hence the 
recruitment of Biiko, and Roi's 
move to vocals. — a sensible 
switch I reckon as Roi seems 
to mean it more, as evidenced 
by Saxo's relatively laid- 
back' performance on the 
band s only official release to 
date —your4-track cassette 
threat courtesy Last Resort 
Tapes, available from the Last 
Resort. 43 Goulston Street 
London £1 — that sterling 
skinhead emporium s easy¬ 


going managers Margaret and 
Micky French adopting the 
band after Roi approached 
Mick at a soccer match. 

(Roi: "We owe so much to • 
them — we ll never be able to 
repay 'em properly") 

Over the next few months 
they built up a following of 
some 300 kids in the East Kent 
area. 

Micky French supplied the 
lyrics to the band's stage rave 
and probable first single 
'Violence In Our Minds'. The 
words were written by 
London skinhead celebrity 
Mirror Dean and given to the 
shop. A couple of earlv Saxo 
lyrics aside, Roi wrote ail the 
rest. Charlie, and now Charlie 
and Arthur, supplying the 
rock-solid musical 
foundations. 

‘Violence's Clockwork 
Orange style lyrics have 
provoked comments that the 
band are trying to glorify 
rucking. 

"3ut all the song's saying is 
this is the wav things are. 

Charlie counters. " We re not 
encouraqingit." 

Arthur: "It's like going to 
the pictures to watch 
Clockwork Orange!." "Or 
. Warriors " adds Roi. "we re 
not aggro merchants at ail. 
We're just out to eniov 
ourselves ana have a laugh 
with the crowd. " 

The pictures point is a good 
one. People can write films. 
olays or books about the most 
horrific of subject matters 
without attracting criticisms 


of vicious rabble-rousing. Roi 
goes on to give his idea of 
what the band's songs are 
really about. 

"It's all about life as it really 
is. it's for kids on the streets — 
we class ourseives the same 
as them. " Maybe 
subconsciously he pushes 
back his glasses - a glass left 
eye is a sad legacy of his own 
bootbov past. 

"It's music forskins and 
punks and misfits. 1 ' Margaret 
elaborates. 

''People,'' Arthur says 
concisely. "Genuinepeople." 

"I personally think Oi's the 
best thing that's happened in 
music," announces Roi with 
some justification. "It's 
uniting punks, skins and 
everyone. We can relate to all 
the people as a unit together, 
as an army together. We're all 
the same no matter what we 
wear. I'm really optimistic 
about the whole thing. And I 
think we re gradually getting 
away from the football 
violence." 

"Yeah," agrees Arthur. 
"Acklam Hall before the 
invasion which was territorial 
anyway, was proof of that, 
there was Charlton.

Blanks 22-”Up The System” [Quality of life 10” 002] 

Fantastic second release by the Blanks [I think it’s 
the second], this 10” release is on green vinyl and before 
you put it on, secure the furniture-, this will have you bouncing 
everywhere. This 4 piece belts out 8 tracks of hard-hitting 
pogo classics, 1 of them being a Buddy Holly cover song. Top 
cuts include “Sick”, “Just Another Number”, and 
“Boor Die” being the best of the lot.

Released not long ago on Tomb records, based in Holland. This is for anybody into hard rocking psychobilly. 
These guys have a good street edge to their sound. The Radiacs were a part of the late ‘8Q’s psycho craze, and 
some of their earlier material could be found on Link Records. They’re still keeping the faith, and the music 
and the title of this release says it all. Sacrifice a few pints and buy this disc, all the tracks kick ass, 
especially “Going Strong” £ “Fighting on the Beach”, which stand out. They also feature a cover of the Stray 
Cats classic number, “Rock this Town”. Definitely a must for all psycho-skins, don’t miss out, write Tomb

The Casualties-”Forty Ounces” [Casualties 2”] . . 

Punk/Oi band from New York- this is total pogo power at it’s best. Two vocalists make this ep stand out, and 
give you more power. Filled with S tracks, the best being “40 Ounce Casualty , Oi Song and TJeath and 
Destruction” being the best cut of the 6. If you get a chance to see them, do it, because it's one of the few ways 
of obtaining this ep, considering they released it on their own.

Sons of Pride-”Strong and Free” [RJ Publishing demo tape] . t , iL . . _ 4 

Mediocre debut demo from the Canadian band that used to be called the Ripping Jacks, this is an 8 track demo 
that comes in a decent package; nice cover R small booklet with lyrics and acknowledgments. Definite for those 
into Oi core type stuff, if you’re not then don’t even bother. One of the problems I find with this release is the 
vocal style, which is very annoying. Despite that, tracks like “Reason to Fight £ Nation of Fire stand 
out. Hind of reminds you of later YD.L. £ Niblick Henbane stuff— with a change in vocal style the next release

Bierpatrioten-’Titten Raus” [Dim 2” 015} . . ....... 

Decent single release on Dim records. This band, hailing from Berlin, is a four piece band that dishes out 4 
tracks of heavy street rock £ roll, if you want an idea on what these guys sound like, imagine the guitar sound 
on Section S’s “Street Rock £ Roll” lp, with vocals similar to Body Checks- a very harsh and growly sound.

I believe this is the first release off of BVan Records, which by the way, is another offshoot of Vulture Rock 
Records. 2 Garage/Mod bands are featured on this premier BVan release, the Fallouts song, “Your Body Not 
Your Soul” is a cover song they do... it was originally done by Cubby £ the Blizzards [1366], and it s a real^ 
grooving track with alot of cool jangly guitar work ala the Kinks S. Rolling Stones, this land features Mark 
Arm, who plays in grunge band Mudhoney- The other side is the Nightkmgs cut called Xickety Split , this 
track has a more rougher/punk edge to it, sounds like Johnny Moped £ early Ruts stuff, definitely the best 
side of the split™ It comes pressed on transparent black vinyl and it is definitely recommended for anyone into

Return From the Rising 5un-”split release” [Hamikaze 12”] 

Political label ESV, has released this Japanese split under the name Hamikaze Records. This release features 
the veteran Oi bands of Japan, Sledgehammer on one side and Bull the Buffalos on the other* Even though it is 
hard to understand what they are saying, the song titles are enough, this release leans to the right— far right. 
So take that as a warning. Aside from that, if not for the 2 Sledgehammer songs, “Hampf” [no doubt a 
political song] and “Action-Man” [which is not a cover of either Distortion or the Strike, but it sounds alot 
like the Strike’s version], this release would be a complete waste of vinyl, primarily because the 3 tracks 
provided by Bull the Buffalos, can be found as better versions on the Steve Priest maxi 12”- save your money, 
this record ain’t worth buying oyer 2 songs- mediocre songs at best—[Phil] 

Bitter Grin-“Christmas Day” [Walzwerk records I”3 . 4 . _ .. 

Debut release from ex-Vacant Lot members, this band is definitely an improvement for the Canadian scene, the 
single features two dangerously powerful cuts in the street rock £ roll vein. Impressive vocal style and 
guitar effects just add to this single’s overall intensity. Top notch cut is found on the B-side, the track called 
“Thanx”, the title track is another killer even with the semi-annoying bells and choir effect in the background 
towards the end of the track- it definitely gets you in the Christmas spirit of giving,™ so give your money to

Traces-”Traces” [Bleach Records I” Bleach 006] _ _ , . 

Debut release from the newly formed French band, I believe it features ex-Bleach Boys singer BeBe skin- 
right there you know you won’t be disappointed, if you’re the type of person who only likes 2 chord Oi with 
no hint of talent whatsoever, then read no further-OJL, this release is fantastic, even the packaging will 
make you want to frame this ep and not even play it, these Asgardians of Oi hit us 3 melodic [with hints of 
folk music] anthems, the best cut being™ ah fuck it, all the tracks are fucking razor sharp. It comes on light 
yellow vinyl with a lyric insert and a very nice Bleach records sticker. I can’t wait for the next release, 
definitely one of the best releases of 1334- if you don’t believe me, get it for yourself or go fucking drop 
dead.

Welcome to Under the Boot. Originally, U.TJB. was going to be just a zine intended to review incidents, fights 
and violence at the shows or anywhere else revolving around the east coast area. And believe me folks there was 
PLENTY. The ones mentioned and reported in this issue have only scratched the surface of the long list of _ 
casualties that I have witnessed and been involved in. 1 have no desire or intent to review bands, records, gigs or 
anything related to that. No Escape and a whole load of other zines are doing that. U.TJB.’s only purpose is to 
inform and keep our beloved clockwork-minded, aggro addicted, zero tolerance, ultra-violent but civilized 
hooligans updated on true horrorshows that the media likes to get their hands on. 

-Let us begin with December 1993. a ska show at the Wetlands. For those that were there, it was a night to 
remember. People were getting the shit kicked out of them from left to right. Some were even stupid enough to 
come back into the dance floor and ask for more. The highlight for the show had to be the one where we put three 
people in the hospital. One out of the three, suffered a horrible beating. But the two who were put away had a 
different side of the story, in contrast to the first, that I must go into. It started off, they were two adults in 
their late twenties, exchanging punches and alternating headlocks on each other. At first we all stood and 
watched. Then I said fuck it, if there’s going to be some bloodshed, we better be the ones doing it. So I jumped in 
and started to fight one of them. Then the next thing I know, we all piled on both of them giving them a true 
visual definition of a beatdown. As the show was about to end, 1 saw the both of them licking their wounds of a 
bloodied nose and a bruised jaw outside the show waiting for the ambulance to pick them up. 

-The new year of 1994 kicked off with a bang in the cold bitter frost of January with two separate incidents. 
One was nearby the club S.OJB.’s while the other was at the West End Gate. 1 wasn’t sure what the real catalyst 
was that provoked the fight at S.O.B.’s. But somehow it didn’t seem to matter much at all. Because all along the 
whole motto has been “Whatever happens- happens’’. All I can tell you was that the damage had been done 
quickly and successfully. The minute when the poor bastard was pulled out of his jeep, he caught a beating so bad, 
his dead grandmother could’ve felt it. His friend could do nothing but watch in horror, like a weepy deyotchkais. 

I didn’t do anything but watch with a grin. When it was over his body was shaped like something between a 
letter S and a crooked L. The show at the West End Gate featured the classic of all time. Too bad I wasn’t there 
to witness it, luckily 1 was able to get the inside scoop from people that happened to be there. It was a case of 
dancing and getting carried away... and then being carried away on a stretcher. I believe the college jocks didn’t 
learn the rules of the game or thought they had the show controlled under their thumbs. Some pushing and 
shoving occurred which resulted into retaliations of punches and bashing with chairs. The violence left a hippie 
drenched in his own blood. 1 wish I had some pictures to publish and feature. Must’ve been great- really. 

-Next it’s February of 94, at the Lion’s Den. Perfect name for a place to bring college hippie freaks to be 
slaughtered. But to hang out at?- Yeah, only if you’re a mainstreaming sucker. Another Ska show, another 
night filled with bower. Things were pretty mellow, until this dickhead thought he was being entertained by 
the Pussy Pussy Bosstones. He started crashing into people. When he came by my way, 1 had him in a choke 
lock. The poor bastard slipped out and tried to get away, but I caught him and introduced my fist into his face. I 
was giving him some measured shots until his boyfriend comes along and tries to break it up by pushing the side 
of my face. I then changed my course of mission and took on this guy instead. All of a sudden it started to look 
like a bar-room brawl in the saloons of early America. Clouds of fists and feet scrimmaging at each other. It was 
beautiful. The fight came to a halt as some guy fell on the floor hard holding his face and practically crying! Can 
you believe that? The band started giving us the finger of shame. But who cares? Damn, with all this 
ultraviolence at the Ska shows, they might as well call it a Skar show, mainly because somebody’s bound to act 
stupid and then they’ll leave with a nice couple of gashes on their face. 

-I like to close out the update with the big finale. I mean this one was probably at least one of the greatest of all 
bower classics. With this in mind. I’d like to tell you about the classic at the Pipeline, on March 94. The Adicts 
headlined a punk bill at the club the Pipeline. They kicked ass on stage, while most of the ass kicking was done 
on the dance floor. The first victim was brutally assaulted. It looked like he was getting mauled by a grizzly 
bear or something. When the dust cleared, his face was redder than a tomato and he had two holes leaking blood 
on the side of his face fit looked like Dracula missed his neck and bit the bastard on the face by accident}. The 





next guy took his beating like a man, well you’d expect a beating if you were a member of the far right coming to 
our gigs. After everybody rushed at him like a school a crazy piranhas, he came back for a second helping of 
knuckle sandwiches and hobnail boot pie. But I guess when the bottle connected over his head he definitely had 
enough and ran [if you could call it running} like hell, there was this one guy that you just had to feel sorry for. 
But I must tell you, please, if there is a fijht £oin£ on and you don't know what it is all about, don t stick your 
nose in where it doesn’t belong- it might get smashed. Especially if you don’t know the people are that are 
involved in the confrontation. I say this because the third person became a victim by simply getting involved m 
something that didn’t concern him. Getting hit in the side of the face with a fist that is wrapped in a chain is 
nothing to laugh about, especially when it’s your fucking face that’s getting demolished. Outside the club the 
fourth and final victim was imprinted in the gut with a size 12” [at least] steel toe marten. To make his 
condition worse he suffered a bad laceration on the bottom rear side of his chin. Damn, that must hurt- Ouch.. 

Well that’s all the bovver for now. If you have any violence revolving in your area that is worth featuring, 
write to us and maybe we’ll put it in.
